Commitment, to his Execution at Guzldford, on Monday 
the 13th Day of Auguſt, 1759. 


HIS Malefactor, Robert Saxby, 


was near 72 Years of Age, born in 


the County of Surry of poor but honeſt Pa- 


rents, who brought him up to Farming and 
Huſbandry ; they could not afford to give 
him any Education, ſo that this unfortunate 
Man was quite ignorant of religious Mat. 


ters, and knew nothing more of his great 
Creator and Redeemer than his own Imagi- 
nation could ſuggeſt ro him. This Man 


had ſomething imprinted on his Counte- 
nance, that ſhewed him to be of a ſavage 
and cruel Diſpoſition ; and, indeed, if the 
Face be an Index of the Mind, no one 
exion than Saxby. 


When he was firſt committed to the New 


Gaol for this Murder, he did not ſeem to be 
the leaſt affected, bis Heart was ſo ſeared
